Art.3 To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate tor the repairs of highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4 To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of winter 
roads. 


Art. 5 To see what action the town will take towards 
fixing the compensation of the tax collector. 


Art. 6 To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $25.00 for the Lisbon District Nursing 
Association. 


Art. '7 To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $200.00 for the White Pine Blister kust 
Control. 


Art. 8 To see if the town will vote to grant a discount 
of two per cent on all taxes paid on or before such time 
as the Selectmen may designate. 


Art.9 Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they deem 
necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 10 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 11 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100.00 for a welcome home day 
celebration for the men and women of World War II to be 
held in Lisbon sometime next summer. 


Art. 12 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $29.61 to the White Mountains Re- 
gion Association, being 10 cents per $1000 of the assessed 
valuation for 1945, for the purpose of issuing and distri- 
buting printed matter and advertising and otherwise pub- 
licizing the ‘advantages of the town, in cooperation with 
the other 45 towns in the region. 


Art. 13 To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees and officers heretofore chosen, and pass votes 
relative thereto. 


Art. 14 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and ex- 
amination of the accounts of the Town of Lyman for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1945, which was made 
by the Division of Municipal Accounting of the State 
Tax Commission in accordance with the vote of the town. 
Exhibits and Schedules as hereafter listed are included 
as part of this report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were .the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Road Agent and Trustees of 
Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Ten Year Statements of Indebtedness, Valuation 
and Taxes: (Exhibits I & II) | 
Summarized statements of Indebtedness, Valuation 
and Taxes, covering a ten-year period, prepared from re- 
ports on file in the offiice of the Tax Commission, are 
presented in Exhibits I and II. 


Balance Sheets — Dee. 81, 1944 - Dec. 81, 1945 
(Exhibit III) 
Comparative balance sheets, as of Dec. 31, 1944, and 
Dec. 31, 1945, have been prepared and are presented in 
Exhibit III. 


Decrease in Net Surplus 
As shown by Exhibit III, the Net Surplus decreased 
during the year by $1,066.66. This resulted principally 
from a net budget deficit. The change in financial con- 
dition of the town during the year may be summarized 
as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and 
Expenditures - Estimated and Actual 
Revenues (Exhibits IV &V) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended Dec. 31, 1945, are presented in exhibits IV 
and V. As indicated by the budget summary, a net over- 
draft of appropriations of $1,061.51, less an excess of 
actual over estimated revenue of $58.64, resulted in a 
net ‘budget deficit of $1,002.87. 

Summary of Receipts and Expenditures 
(Schedule A) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiseal 
year ended Dec. 31, 1945, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in 
Schedule A. 

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. Re- 


ceipts were checked by source and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance 
as of Dec. 31, 1945, is indicated in Schedule A-1. 


TAX ACCOUNTS 


Tax warrants for the levies of 1945, 1944 and 1948 and 
tax sale accounts for the levies of 1942, 1988 and 1937 
were examined. Summaries indicating the activity in the 
tax warrant and tax sales accounts for the fiscal year 
ended Dec. 81, 1945, are presented in Schedules B, B-1, 
B-2 and B-8, respectively. 


TOWN CLERK 


The accounts and records of the Town Clerk were ex- 
amined and audited. All funds received by the Clerk on 
account of the issuance of motor vehicle permits and dog 
licenses were properly accounted for through remittances 
to the Treasurer and fees retained. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Road Agent: 

It was noted that the Road Agent’s Payrolls had not 
in all cases been filed with the Selectmen’s vouchers 
which were issued in payment thereof. This matter 
should be given attention and all vouchers issued to the 
Road Agent should be supported by the proper payrolls. 

Bills for gasoline purchased by the Road Agent should 
be itemized indicating the dates and amounts of such 
purchases. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all town officials, with ex- 
ceptions as herein noted, were found in good condition 
and the accounting procedure conformed to the uniform 
system prescribed by this division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its es- 
sential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. 
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We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyman for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

Gentlemen: 

Under authority of Section 9, Chapter 238, of the Rev- 
ised Public Laws, and by order of the Governor and 
Council of July 10, 1945, control of the White Pine Blister 
Rust disease was carried on in your town during the per- 
iod August 9 to September 4, inclusive. 


Since expenditures chargeable to the town are known 
to the Board through bills previously sent by the Forest- 
ry and Recreation Department, a final statement with 
additional information is being submitted on the attach- 
ed sheet. 


From this statement it will be noted that, in addition 
to town expenditures, a substatial sum from state and 
federal sources was also spent, thus increasing the area 
covered and making more effective the control work. 
Attention is invited to the fact that these additional ex- 
penditures are not required by law, but their allocation 
to this work performed in your town indicates the in- 
terest that the state and government have in blister rust 
control. 


Investigations have indicated that in much of the pine 
area felled by the hurricane in 1938, as well as others 
logged previously, white pine is reseeding such lands. 
This offers a definite promise of future crops if given the 
necessary protection from disease and fire. The value of 
white pine to this state can not be over-emphasized.
